Lieutenant Forest liriggs' body is 


returned to the dust from which it 
came, lie died as he bad lived, a 
true soldier. His was a willing sacri- 
fice to his country's need. His is one 
of the three thousand homes made 
sad by the Spanish-American war. 
His life-work is done; his noble sacri- 
fice means liberty to live thousand 
slaves,, to despotic greed and cruel 
ignorance. 
The great conflict in 


which he engaged is ended and his 
name is written high upon the scroll 
of honor. 
Like the soldier of old. 


when asked to undertake a perilous 
trip into the enemy's lines, if his life 
meant victory he freely gave it and 
was proud of the hono'r. Not a single 
member of Company H, when it left 
here that memorable April morning, 
had a fuller appreciation of the duties 
of a soldier than did this brave boy, 
and there was not a man in the com- 
pany but loved him as a comrade, 
honored him as a soldier and trusted 
him as an ollicer, and to this the boys 
who have been permitted to return 
will bear willing testimony. His last 
words were of his comrades, and in 
his delirium he would put the com- 
pany through difilcult drills, jften 
calling each by name. The soldier 
instinct was born in him. Col. Noel, 
his great-grandfather was ti soldier in 
the Revolutionary war: his other, 
great grand-father Barber, and great, 
great grand-father Klingman did ser- 
vice in this wai. 
Several names of 


the Briggs ancestry are alsr en record 
!u the war department as soldiers of 
the war for independence, and it is a 
grand thought that he will meet his 
noble ancestors in the uniform of ao 
American soldier and wrapped in the 
emblem of liberty which they had 
fought for and hairlcd down tc him 
to defend. 


Lieutenant Forest C. Briggs was 


twenty-six years of ago. He was born 
and ra'ised and lived all his life in 
sight of Portsmouth, and it can be 
truly said of him that he had not an 
enemy in the whole city. 
Thousands 


of citizens braved the drizzling rain 
yesterday to show their appreciation 
of him as a soldier and to Destify to 
his worth as a citizen. The streets 
in the neighborhood of the church 
were blocked with people long before 
the hour for the services, and when 
the doors were opened at 1:30 the old 
Sixtii Street church was quickly filled 
with sympathizing friends eager to 
do honor to the brave soldier. Com- 
pany H preceded by the River City 
band, marched to the Briggs resi- 
dence at one o'clock to escort the re- 
mains to the church, and Liie funeral 
cortege passed through one contin- 
uous line of sorrowing friends from 
the city limits to the church. 
At 


Sixth and Chillicothc streets they 
were met by the old veterans and 
escorted into the church. More peo- 
ple were crowded into Sixth Street 
church than were ever there on one 
occasion before. 
Fully two thousand 


heard the services. The aisles, the 
vestibules and the stair-ways were 
completely filled, and groups of For- 
est's associates stood "on the ground 
outside undei the windows trying to 
hear the eloquent words of 
the 


speakers. 


The choir opened the services with 


•'Nearer, My God, To Thee." They 
sang it as they had never sung it be- 
fore. 
The sympathetic chords ap- 


pealed to every heart, and as the last 
echo of the pipe organ resounded 
through the church there were not 
many dry eyes in tli'e congregation. 


After a prayer by Rev. Miller, the 


choir rendered "Rest, Sweet Rest,11 
in a manner that again brought tears 
to the eyes of every one present. 


Dr. Alderson, whom the soldier 


boys love to look to as their friend 
and comforter, then read several pas- 
sages that the departed soldier had 
marked in his testament, and which 
had no doubt comforted and strength- 
ened him in his last hours'.-' 


Rev. W. II. Miller.the eloquent pas- 


tor of the Sixth Street church, had 
been .selected by Mrs. 
Briggs 
to 


preach the funeral sermon. He took 
for bis text the appropriate words 
found in II 
Samuel, 
nineteenth 


chapter and second verse: 
''The 


victory that day was turned into 
mcurning," and talked as follows: 


"This day was to have been to us a 


day of thanksgiving for tiie victory 
won by our army and navy and the 
return of our soldier boys to their 
homes. 
But by the vicissitudes inci- 


dent to life in this world, it has come 
to be a day of mourning. Our hearts 
share witn these weeping friends the 
sorrow of this day. because the one 
who lies before us was of our number, 
and because he gave bis life for our 
country. 
We pause in the midst of 


our acclamations of victory to mingle 
our tears with the sorrowing ones, to 
comfort their bereaved hearts, and to 
pay our last tribute at the grave of 
our departed hero. 


''Israel had won a splendid victory 


over her enemies. She had crushed 
her foes in one mightv battle, and 


the joy of victory swept through the 
ranks of her soldiers and over the 
land, from city to city. 
But a voice 


of lamentation was heard. 
It was 


the voice of their king weeping over 
the death of his son who had fallen 
in rebellion against his country. The 
victory that day was turned 
into 


mourning. So our victory is turned 
into mourning—but for one 
who 


heard his country's call and marched 
under her flag and fell a sacrifice upon 
her altar—a victim of disease, more 
destructive to the life of our soldiers 
than the bafctle-iield. 


"Every soldier in this war whether 


living or dead, on the battle-field or 
in the hospital, had a part in one of 
the most glorious victories in the his- 
tory of this world. 
While the loss of 


life in comparison to our other war 
was small, yet in result;? it is almost 
fabulous. The latest reports of the 
government up to September 30th 
showed the deaths of soldiers and 
sailors to be 2,900. Of these ;!06 died 
in battle or from wounds received, 
and 2,000 from camp diseases. 
Since 


then the total loss in life is probably 
raised to nearly 3,000. The total loss 
on both sides in the battle of An- 
tietarn was near 28,000,31^ at Gettys- 
burg it was 45,000 on both sides. 


';Yet however small the number, 


every one of these 3,000 has left some 
home sad. 
In three thousand homes 


the victory of this war is turned into 
mourning, and the sorrow is just as 
deep to them as though a hundred 
thousand had fallen. 


"The results of the War of the Re- 


bellion was the liberation of three 
and one-half million of slaves. 
For 


thirty years and more we have justly 
sung" the praises of that victory 
which the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic represent here today. 
In the 


three months' war with Spain twelve 
to fifteen millions of people have been 
liberated from a civil condition that 
was worse than American slavery. 
The result is so great that we have 
scarcely yet comprehended its magni- 
tude. God only knows what fruits it 
will bear in the future for the cause 
of humanity the world over. Our 
soldiers and sailors have proclaimed 
liberty, civil and religious, farther 
around this earth than it has ever 
gone before. Its banner, the stars 
and stripes, is floating at this hour 
where six months ago no one dreamed 
it would be iloating. To have given 
fifteen millions of people civil and re- 
ligious liberty,'to have planted her 
ensign at the very gate-svay of old 
dark Asia, just awakening from two 
thousand years of sleep, was a victory 
worth dying for. To have taught 
the nations in these closing days of 
the ninteenth century in such tones 
they will not forget, that America is 
the break-water of oppression and 
the guardian of liberty is a victory 
worth a thousand times more than it 
rost. This our soldiers and sailors 
have done, and for this our heroes 
have died. 


"Soldiers of Co. IT, you have done 


well. The world is astonished at 
your bravery. 
The record of your 


heroism has been indelibly 
written 


upon the pages of history, "to be read 
in the centuries to come. 
Our coun 


try is proud of you and proud of the 
victory which you and your comrades 
have won. That the heart of our 
people has been with you and is witl 
you now, is evidenced by the welcome 
accorded you. You know now that 
while you were far away, marching 
under the old Hag. the love and prayers 
of this whole nation were witli you. 
Every bree/e from the Western sea 
which caught the folds of the (lag 
and waved it proudly over you bore 
upon its bosom the heart-beats of 
love and the hallowed prayers of 
mother, father, friends and country- 
men. These thronging crowds that 
look in tears upon this casket and the 
loved form therein, speak the loving 
sympathy of the entire nation in 
tones beyond the 
pownr of words. 


Permit one word of exhortation. 
Be 


as brave in the service of your God as 
you have been in the service of your 
country. May you march the whole 
of your life undur the banner of 
Christ, our great Commander. And 
as you passed in review on your 
homeward way before the I'resident 
of this great country and elapsed his 
sl'id hand of welcome, so may you at 
last pass in review before the Great 
Ruler of the eternal kingdom and re- 
ceive His 'welcome home' and hear 
his 'well done.' 


''But war is always to be regretted 


because of its cruelty. 
It is God's 


last resort, and with it he burns some 
lasting lessons into the consciences of 
the nations. 
_ It 
is the 
surgeon's 


knife with wh'ich God cuts out the 
plague spots from the body-politic of 
lhe world. Sorrows always follow in 
the wake of war, and what is a bless- 
ing to the great body of the race be- 
comes a cause of mourning to those 
whose friends have been sacrificed in 
their country's cause. This truth is 
painfully felt in mure than one home 
in our city. Their song of praise is 
as that ;of 'the bird of the broken 
wing.' sung in the shadows of mourn- 
ing. They feel now the cruel blow 
that war always gives. They are 
learning again by a bitter experience, 
if we have war wo must have sorrow. 
~ "Sorrowing friends, you are asking 
down in your hearts, 'Why is it thus?' 
'Why is ft my boy?1 That question 
will never be answered until the 
great day, when the secrets of the 
All-wise God have been brought to 
light.' But know this, dear friends, 
that God is ruling in this matter and 
has asked it because he needed it to 
lift the races of the earth nearer to 
heaven. You do not understand it 
now, but when the bugle call of the 
resurrection shall sound and these 
hero boys shall awaken from the sleep 
of death and march before the thorne 
in the ranks of the nations redeemed 
by their sacrifices, you will be glad 
that the sacrifice was made and will

It 
was through Dr. Alderson'a efforts 
that the boys were each furnished a 
testament on their departure for the 
front, and it has been his sad duty 
on two occasions to read from these 
same testaments passages that had 
been marked and cherished by hands 
that have been stilled in death.

The situation has created no partic-

9,500 soldiers, if they should persist in 
their refusal to return to Spain, might 
become dependents whom it would be

Identified With the City's Interests 


for Half a Century. 


Death Called Him Sunday Afternoon 
—Brief History of His Life-Funeral 


Services "Wednesday Morning. 


Ifew men were better known in this 


city and county ttiau Pat Eemick, 
and the announcement on the streets 
Sunday afternoon that be was dead 
was a shocK to all." For many years 
he has been one of us, and every one 
who knew him felt kindly towards 
him. 
His health has been failing for 


several years, but fesv thought the 
time so near when be should be 
called to answer the last roll-call. 


He %vas born in County Limerick: 
Parish of Kilcommah, Ireland. His 
parents came to this country in the 
year 1849. There were three chil- 
dren—Edward, the oldest, then only 
twelve years of age; "Nancy and 
Pat- 


rick. 
They had scarcely reached 


American soil when the father died 
suddenly from sunstroke. The family 
BOOD after came to '.this city, where 
their whcle life has been spent, and 
although left in early life to take 
care of themselves and their mother, 
the children did their work well, grow- 
ing Into manhood and womanhood, ad- 
vancing step by step, until they be- 
came prominent citizens of the city. 
PatKenrick learned tne trnde of book- 
binding with T. M. Patterson. When 
the civil war broke out he enlisted in 
defense of his adopted country, be- 
coming a member of the famous Co. 
G. He was soon appointed 
quarter- 


master, a position he 
filled with 


credit to himself and to the satisfac- 
tion of his comrades. 
lie was a good 


soldier. Wherever duty called him, 
or whatever the labors he was always 
ready to obey bhe command. The 
company's re'unions since the war 
have always been pleasant gatherings 
for him, but now the number is one 
less, every year getting smaller and 
smaller until but fifteen members are 
now living. Two of these, George 
O. Newman and William Wilson, will 
assist in transferring the remains of 
their comrade to hi.s last resting 
place. 
, For a few yeais after the war bhe 
deceased followed the river, and his 
pleaaant svay of meeting people soon 
made him very popular. 
Me then 


engaged in the restaurant busiues 
on Market street, where he remained 
for possibly seventeen years, and dur 
ing his stay here it became one of th 
most popu'ar places in this part o 
the state. 
It was while engaged in 


this business that the generous make- 
up of Pat Kcnrick was shown. Hun- 
dreds and hundreds of women 
and 


children liaee breathed thankfnlwords 
as they passed from his door with 
well-filled baskets. They knew where 
to find a helper, 
for Pat 
Kcnrick 


was too big-hearted to turn any one 
away hungry. 


In October, 1875, he was married 


to Sarah J. Rhodes, who survives 
him. 
During the administration of 


Gov. James E. Campbell Pat was 
steward of the Ohio penitentiary. In 
this capacity he made an excellent 
officer. 
After his term in this otncc 


he settled on the Rhodes place, near 
New Boston, where he remained un- 
til a few weeks ago, when he returned 
to the city, where he die.d Sunday 
afternoon, of Bright's disease. P.e 
aides his wife he leaves a brother, Ed 
ward J. 
ICennck, of this city, and a 


sister, Mrs. "Nancy Hoswcll, of Cin 
cinnati, whose husband is a nephew 
of Hon. Amos Smith.
